In order to oT^sure maintunancc of public order and tranquillity in 
tho State of Punjab and to confer certain powers under the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1973 (Central Act 2 of 1974) on Executive Magis¬ 
trates, the Punjab l<eg3S'b-3lure enacted the Code of Criminal Procedure 
(Punjab Amendment) Act, 1983 (Punjab Act 22 of 1983), The period of 
operation of the said Act was up to 27th June, 1984. Since the situation 
in the State continued to be disturbed, the operation of the said Act 
was extended up to 27th June, 1985. The circumstances under which 
the principal Punjab Act 22 of 1983 was enacted still prevail and it is, 
therefore, considered necessary (hat the operation of that Act should be 
further extended by □ period of one year up to 27th June, 1986- The 
present Bill seeks to achieve this object. 

2. In view of the extreme urgency, it is not possible to consult the 
Consultative Committee of Members of Parliament constituted under 
the proviso to sub-section (2) of section 3 of the Punjab State Legisla¬ 
ture (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1984, and the Bill is, therefore, being 
enacted without reference to that Committee.
